Much of ft is used in high- 
way construction. , 

Therefore, the lurking peril of the 
blasting cap, an instrument pains- 
takingly made safe for those who 
know ite needful purpose pnd its 
power, but deadly to the unknowing 
child or grown-up who picks it up 
and plays with it. For in spite of 
constant warnings, heedless users of 
these ‘caps do occasionally secrete 
them in ill-considered places or scatt- 
er them carelessly around, 

These small aluminium or copper 
eylMnders, bright and. shiny, filled 
with g powerful explosive, are about 
one-quarter of an inch in diameter, 
from one to two inches long, and res- 
emble an elongated 22-calibre cart- 
ridge, except that some have wires at- 
tached to them. / 

One cap can tear g hole through 
a plate of steel one-sixteenth of an’ 
inch thick, A few together can 
burst their way through a two-inch 
plank of oak. 

If tossed into a fire, a cap instantly
